— In view of the increasing 
importance of Small Savings in the context of the 
Second Five Year PJan, it has been decided to 
reorganise the Women’s Savings Campaign set up 
vide this Ministry’s Resolution No. F.7(39)-B/52, dated 
the 11th July, 1953.
